fortresa of ‘Ali Musjid, which bars the 
passage of theyKbyber Pass, about ten 
miles from its mouth. The attack made 
on this fort’ ia more fully described in a 
telegéam published in our Singapore con- 
‘temporary, whore, it is stated that on 
22nd “sa British foros advanced on Ali 
Musjid and shelled that fortress, but it 
thaving been found that the Ameer’s 
troops were strongly posted, the attack 
was delayed pending the. arrival of the 
other columns.” Whether tho attack 
here described is the one in question ia 
not quite clear, but the evacuation of the

DISASTROUS FIRE AT PAGODA 

: vs ANOHORAGE, .. 0. |, 
: : fire ‘ooourred:” at’ Manioi, 
"| Pagoda Anchorage, ‘on the forenoon of Sun- 
day last, the 24th instant. - At about 11 a.m. 
& thick volume of smoke was observed to 
proceed from a house ocoupiéd by one of the 
Arsenal Fleot captaing, altuate on the South 
side of Mamoi Hill, ‘near the Parade Ground 
belonging -to the -Arsenal, and enclosed by 
fire walls, For some time the fire was con- 
fined to these premises, but a strong. wind, 
blowlng straight up the river in a westerly 
direction, caused the flamen to overlap the 
fire walls and to spread rapidly across the 
line of Chiness houses between the Parade 
Ground and Messra Robertson ds Co.’s store. 
This lerge and crowded block of buildings 
conslated in great patt of Chinese shops 
containing miscelJaneous stores, such as 
Kerosine oil, chandlery do., and, being con- 
structed. almost entirely of- wood, their 
destruction was rapid beyond conception. 
The. Seaman’s Hospital:on the aide of the 
“hill at the back of this block speedily took 
fire, and in a short apace of time was burnt 
to the grouud,—nothing but the outer Walle 
belng Jeft standing. Between this point 
and Messrs Robertaon & Oo,’s property 
there stood a continuous line of Chinese 
houses, along which the fire—fanned by the 
high wind— advanced with torrific'and un- 
controllable violence towards Messrs Robert. 
son & Oo\’s store, . At this time the de 
atruotion of that building, notwithatanding 


the strenuous exertions of Mr Saunderson’
